— Tens of thousands of 
people fled a fast-moving 
wildfire Thursday, some 
clutching babies and 


pets as they abandoned 
vehicles on foot to escape 
fast-moving flames in an 
area several hours north of 
San Francisco. 

"It's a very dangerous and 


very serious situation," Butte 
County Sheriff Kory Honea 
told The Associated Press. 
"I'm driving through fire as 
we speak. We're doing 
everything we can to get 


people out of the affected 
areas." 

The blaze destroyed 
an unknown number of 
structures and injured some 
civilians, but the extent 


of their injuries was not 
immediately known, said 
California Department of 
Forestry and Fire Protection 
Capt. J ohn Gaddie.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Hackers impersonating 
journalists tried to intercept 
the communications of a 
p ro mine nt Sa ud i o p p o sitio n 
figure in Washington, The 
Associated Presshasfound. 
One attempt involved the 
fabrication of a fake BBC 
secretary and an elabo¬ 
rate television interview re¬ 
quest; the other involved 
the impersonation of slain 
Washington Post columnist 
J amal Khashoggi to deliver 
a malicious link. 

Media rights defenders de¬ 
nounced the hacking ef¬ 
fort, which they said would 
make it harder for genuine 
reporters to do their jobs 
"It's incredibly dangerous 
to employ this kind of tac¬ 
tic," said Elodie Via lie, who 
headsthe technology desk 
at Paris-based Reporters 
Without Borders 'The chill¬ 
ing effect is that people 
are deterred from speaking 
to journalists In the end, it 
underminesthe freedom of 
information." 

The most involved mas¬ 
querade took place in 
February of this year, when 


someone posing as a BBC 
journalist called 'Tanya Sta¬ 
lin" emailed Washington- 
based Saudi dissident Ali 
AlAhmed inviting him to a 
live broadcast about Sau¬ 
di Arabia. Stalin engaged 
with AlAhmed over several 
days, sending him a list of 
proposed topics and talk¬ 
ing him through the logistics 
of his purported television 
appearance. 

AlAhmed said he knew 
from the beginning that 
something was up. 

For starters, Stalin said her 
position was "Secretary to 


the Editor In Chief," a title 
that didn't correspond to a 
job typically done by pro¬ 
ducers or bookers. Odder 
still, the message came 
overGmail ratherthanfrom 
an official BBC address. 

And then there was her 
eyebrow-raising last name. 
'The Stalin business threw 
me off," AlAhmed said in a 
recent interview. "I asked 
my wife, who is Russian, 
and she said: 'No one has 
this name.'" 

AlAhmed was right. The 
BBC said it wasn't aware of 
anyone called 'Tanya Sta¬ 
lin" working for the broad- 
caste rand that the title she 
claimed to hold did notfor- 
mally exist. An Associated 
Press analysis of her mes¬ 
sages suggests the inter¬ 
view request was a sloppily 
executed trap, an attempt 
to get AlAhmed to click a 
malicious link and break 
into his inbox. 

AlAhmed believes Saudi 
Arabia is behind Stalin's 
emails, a swell as dozens of 
other suspicious messages 
he has received over the 
past year. One November 
2017 missive purportedly 
came from Khashoggi, 
whose killing last month on 
the grounds of the Saudi 
Consulate in Istanbul has 
refocused international at¬ 
tention on the brutality of 
the Arab kingdom's leader¬ 
ship. 

The Sa ud i Emba ssy in Wa sh- 
ington did not return writ¬ 
ten questions from the AP. 
Washington Post Executive 
Editor Marty Baron said the 
hackers' theft of Khashog- 
gi's identity was "contempt¬ 
ible." 

A researcher with internet 


watchdog Citizen Lab re¬ 
cently reviewed AlAhmed's 
emails and confirmed they 
were malicious — although 
he stopped short of draw¬ 
ing a link between the dif¬ 
ferent messages or blam¬ 
ing anyone for the hacking 
campaign. 

'Thiswasa targeted opera¬ 
tion designed to gain ac¬ 
cess to his accounts and 
private communications," 
said John Scott-Railton, 
whose group is based at 
the University of Toronto's 
Munk School of Global Af¬ 
fairs. 'This does appear to 
be closely linked to his po¬ 
litical activities." 

Some of the messages 
— like a prompt to install 
a 'free security update" 
called "Ninja security" — 
were generic phishing mes¬ 
sages of the type used by 
criminals and spies the 
world over. But many of the 
40-odd malicious messages 
recovered from AlAhmed's 
inbox were closely attuned 
to current events in the 
Gulf. 

Most troubling was a May 
31 message dressed up to 
look like it came from an 
event photography ser¬ 
vice, complete with pic¬ 
tures of AlAhmed holding a 
microphone during a ques¬ 
tion and answer session 
featuring the Qatari foreign 
minister at the American 
Enterprise Institute in Wash¬ 
ington. 

The photos, which appear 
to have been pulled off a 
publicly available video of 
the event, suggest that the 
hackers or someone work¬ 
ing with them had been 
tracking AlAhmed's where¬ 
abouts closely. 

,r Tha t ema il wa s rea lly when 
I felt fear," said AlAhmed, 
who says his work is largely 
self-funded. 'They are actu¬ 
ally physically here. They're 
looking at me." 
Scott-Railton said the per¬ 
sistence of the hackers — 
and the variety of different 
tactics they employed to 
try to pry open AlAhmed's 
inbox — pointed to a 
manpower-intensive effort 
to compromise the Saudi 
gadfly. 

"Over an extended pe¬ 
riod of time, humans were 
tasked with getting into 
his computer and getting 


into his head," Scott-Railton 
said. 

Asa critic of Saudi Arabia's 
ruling family, AlAhmed has 
been a regular on Ara¬ 
bic and English-language 
cable news for more than 
a decade. He has long 
served Washington journal¬ 
ists as a source about the 
kingdom's problems, espe¬ 
cially in relation to extremist 
propaganda in the coun¬ 
try's school textbooks. 

Saudi Arabia is a known 
practitioner of cyberespio¬ 
nage. The country was ex¬ 
posed asa customerof no¬ 
torious Italian surveillance 
firm Hacking Team in 2015 
and a mysterious Saudi in- 
vestor has since taken a mi¬ 
nority stake in the compa¬ 
ny, according to a Mother¬ 
board report published this 
year. Recent reportsby Cit¬ 
izen Lab and human rights 
group Amnesty Internation¬ 
al have also documented 
the use of Israeli-made spy 
software to break into the 
smartphones of Saudi hu¬ 
man rights activists, includ¬ 
ing Canada-based Omar 
Abdulaziz, who was work¬ 
ing with Khashoggi on sev¬ 
eral confidential projects 
before the columnist was 
killed. 

Whoever is behind the bo- 
gusTanya Stalin persona or 
the fake Jamal Khashoggi 
emails, the messages give 
an idea of how the always- 
fraught overlap between 
espionage and journalism 
has evolved in the inter¬ 
net age, with government- 
backed hackers routinely 
impersonating journalists or 
news organizations to hunt 
their prey. Even the FBI has 
impersonated reporters 
to hack its targets, at one 
point pretending to be an 
AP journalist to locate a 
bomb threat hoaxer'scom- 
puter. 

Scott-Railton explained 
that masquerading as a 
journalist was a perfect 
way of getting someone to 
lower their guard and click 
a link or open an attach¬ 
ment. 

"Itticksall kindsof boxes,"he 
said. "It explains messages 
out of the blue and as part 
of communications with 
journalists you'd expect to 
receive documents, like 
questions in advance.'O

Flames were engulfing 
homes, utility poles were 
crashing down and things 
were exploding, said Gina 
Oviedo, who described 
a devastating scene as 
she evacuated the town 
of Paradise. Fire officials 
were working on a plan 
to rescue patients from a 
hospital after officials tried 
to evacuate them but had 
to turn back because of 
grid locked traffic. 

Honea confirmed reports 
that evacuees had to 
abandon their vehicles as 
they fled the scene. 'We're 
getting them on other 
vehicles with room. We're 
working very hand to get 
people out. The message 
I want to get out is if you 
can evacuate, you need 
to evacuate,"Honea said. 
All of Paradise, a town 
of about 27,000 people 
180 miles (290 kilometers) 
northeast of San Francisco, 
was ordered to evacuate, 
said Butte County Sheriff's 
spokeswoman Miranda 
Bowersox. 

The wildfire was reported 
at 6:30 a.m., Rick Carhart, 
a Cal Fire spokesman, said. 
Within roughly six hours, the 
fire had grown to mo re than 
26 square miles (69 square 
kilometers), said Gaddie. 
"The blaze is being driven 


by fairly strong winds," 
Carhart said. "It's really dry 
and we have low humidity 
— and unfortunately those 
are great conditions for a 
fire to spread." 

A hospital and several 
schools were evacuated 
as thick grey smoke and 
ash filled the sky above 
Paradise and could be 
seen from milesaway. 

The Adventist Health 
Feather River Hospital in 
Paradise evacuated staff 
and 41 patients to other 
hospitals, given its close 
proximity to the fire, said J ill 
Kinney, an Adventist HeaIth 
spokeswoman. She said a 
group of 20 other patients 
were initially evacuated 
but then returned to 
the facility because of 
grid locked traffic. 

G a d d ie, the fire offic ia I, sa id 
authorities were "working 
on a plan" to rescue the 
patients 

Some of the hospital's 
"outbuildings," such as out¬ 
patient clinics caught fire 
and were damaged but 
the main hospital was not, 
said Kinney. 

Four of the hospital's 
employees were briefly 
trapped in the basement 
and rescued by California 
Highway Patrol officers, 
Kinney said.

people to leave the mobile 
home park they manage in 
Paradise and had minutes 
to evacuate. 

She and her husband 
"knocked on doors, yelled 
and screamed" to alert 
as many of the residents 
of 53 mobile homes and 
recreational vehicles as 
possible, Bemacett said. 
"My husband tried his best 
to get everybody out. The 


whole hill'sonfire. God help 
us!" Bemacett said before 
breaking down crying. She 
and herhusband grabbed 
their dog, jumped in their 
pickup truck and drove 
through flames before 
getting to safety, she said. 
Officials were sending as 
many crews as they could 
gather, Carhart said. 

"Every engine that we 
could put on the fire is on 


the fire right now, and more 
are coming,"he said. 'There 
are dozens of strike teams 
that we're bringing in from 
all partsofthe state." 

The National Weather 
Service issued red flag 
warnings for fire dangers 
in many areas of the 
state, saying low humidity 
and strong winds were 
expected to continue 
through Friday evening.□

University Hospital in Wash¬ 
ington early Thursday after 
experiencing discomfort 
overnight, court spokes¬ 
woman Kathy Arberg said. 
She was admitted to the 
hospital for treatment and 
observation after tests 
showed she fractured three 
ribs In her absence, the 
court went ahead Thurs¬ 
day with a courtroom cere¬ 
mony welcoming new J us¬ 


tice Brett Kavanaugh, who 
joined the court last month. 
President Donald Trump 
and new acting Attorney 
General Matthew Whitaker 
were on hand. Ginsburg 
has had a series of health 
problems. She broke two 
ribs in a fall in 2012. She has 
had two prior bouts with 
cancerand had a stent im¬ 
planted to open a blocked 
artery in 2014. She also was 


hospitalized aftera bad re¬ 
action to medicine in 2009. 
But she has never missed 
Supreme Court arguments. 
The court won't hear argu¬ 
ments a gain until Nov. 26. 
Rib fractures are common 
among olderadults, partic¬ 
ularly afterfalls The severity 
depends in part on wheth¬ 
er the ribs are cracked or 
broken all the way through, 
and how many are broken. 


The extent of Ginsburg's in¬ 
jury was not clear.

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Indictments? Final report? White House brae esfor Mueller

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

White House is bracing 
for the probe of Donald 
Trump's presidential cam¬ 
paign to fire up again. 
Trump's advisers are pri¬ 
vately expressing worries 
that the special counsel, 
who's been out of the 
news for the past month, 
has been stealthily compil¬ 
ing information and could 
soon issue new indictments 
ora damning final report. 
Trump abruptly altered the 
chain of command above 
Mueller on Wednesday, 
putting his work under the 
supervision of a Republi¬ 
can loyalist who has been 
openly skeptical of the 
special counsel's author¬ 
ity and has mused about 
ways to curtail his power. 
But Trump and hisaidesare 
concerned about Mueller's 
next move with the work 
that is complete, accord¬ 
ing to a White House offi¬ 
cial and a Republican with 
close ties to the administra¬ 
tion. 

They insisted on anonymity 
to comment on conversa¬ 
tions they were not autho¬ 
rized to describe. 

Mueller lay low forthe past 
month as voters were mull¬ 
ing their choices for this 
week's elections. 

But a flurry of activity during 
his quiet period, including 
weeks of grand jury testi¬ 
mony about Trump confi¬ 
dant Roger Stone and ne- 
gotiationsoveran interview 
with the president, hinted 
at public developments 
ahead as investigators 
move closer to addressing 
key questions underpinning 
the special counsel inquiry: 
Did Trump illegally obstruct 
the investigation? And did 
his campaign have ad¬ 
vance knowledge of ille¬ 
gally hacked Democratic 
emails? 

Trump has told confidants 
he remains deeply an¬ 
noyed by the 18-month-old 
Mueller probe, believing it 
is not just a "witch hunt" but 
an expensive and lengthy 
negative distraction. Ihe 
latest indication of the fury 
came Wednesday when 
he forced out his attor¬ 
ney general, Jeff Sessions, 
whose recusal opened the 


door to Mueller's appoint¬ 
ment. 

To this point, Trump has 
heeded advice not to di¬ 
rectly interfere, though a 
new chapter in the rela¬ 
tionship with the probe 


may have begun with the 
appointment of Matthew 
Whitaker as new acting 
attorney general. Even if 
Whitaker, Sessions' former 
chief of staff, does not cur¬ 
tail the investigation, Trump 
could direct him to take a 
more aggressive stance in 
declassifying documents 
that could further under¬ 
mine or muddle the probe, 
the White House aide and 
Republican official said. 

Ihe investigation until now 
hasbeen overseen by Dep¬ 
uty Attorney General Rod 
Rosenstein, who appointed 
Muellerlastyearand grant¬ 
ed him fairly broad author¬ 
ity. 

"It's very significant be¬ 
cause Whitaker's position 
on indictments or future 
indictments may be dif¬ 
ferent than Rosenstein's, 
and Rosenstein had given 
Mueller a broad mandate 
to pursue various crimes," 
said Washington criminal 
defense lawyer J effrey J a- 
cobovitz. 

The Mueller investigation 
has so far produced 32 
criminal charges and four 
guilty pleas from Trump as¬ 


sociates. But the work is not 
done. 

A clear focus concerns 
Stone, a longtime political 
dirty trickster. The special 
counsel's team has been 
investigating Stone's con¬ 


nection to WikiLeaks during 
the 2016 campaign and 
whether he had advance 
knowledge of the group's 
plans to release hacked 
material damaging to 
Democrat Hillary Clinton. 
Stone has said he did not, 
but emails, Twitter messag- 
esand hisown public state¬ 
ments show he portrayed 
himself as plugged into 
the WikiLeaks orbit. That 
includes implying he had 
inside knowledge in sepa¬ 
rate email exchanges with 
a Breitbarteditorand Steve 
Bannon, the then-Tromp 
campaign chairman, just 
days before WikiLeaks be¬ 
gan releasing thousandsof 
emails stolen from Clinton 
campaign chairman John 
Podesta. 

Bannon and other Stone 
associates have been 
questioned, and multiple 
witnesses have appeared 
before the grand jury. One 
associate, Jerome Corsi, 
said in a video recording 
Monday that he's "been in¬ 
volved in a really constant 
basis" for two months with 
M ue lie r's investig a tio n. 

On Thursday, a federal ap¬ 


peals court in Washington 
heard a challenge to Muel¬ 
ler's authority brought by 
Stone aide Andrew Miller, 
who defied a grand jury 
subpoena last summer and 
was held in contempt by a 


judge. 

In the president's orbit, 
there remains some con¬ 
cern about his eldest son, 
Donald Trump Jr., though 
there are no outward indi¬ 
cations that charges are 
imminent, according to a 
Republican close to the 
White House not authorized 
to speak publicly about pri¬ 
vate conversations 
Beyond Mueller, but also 
within the Justice Depart¬ 
ment's oversight, is a feder¬ 
al investigation into Trump's 
longtime legal fixer, Mi¬ 
chael Cohen, who admit¬ 
ted as part of a guilty plea 
in August to coordinat¬ 
ing with Trump on a hush- 
money scheme to silence 
a pom actress and an ex- 
Playboy model who say 
they had affairs with Trump. 
The president hasn't been 
charged with any wrong¬ 
doing, but federal prosecu¬ 
tors have said that a grand 
jury investigation is ongoing 
and it targets unspecified 
"others" Court papers show 
Trump's conduct and that 
of top executives at the 
Trump Organization, some 
of whom have received 


immunity, have been scru¬ 
tinized. 

But it's unclear what ad¬ 
ditional charges prosecu¬ 
tors are pursuing and how 
much of it pertains to the 
president personally. Fed¬ 
eral prosecutors have said 
in court papers that the 
case involves numerous 
"uncharged" third parties 
and have argued against 
disclosing search warrants 
and other documents that 
would "certainly result in a 
very public guessing game" 
a b o ut the ir id e ntitie s. 
Overseeing it a II is Whitaker, 
a former college football 
player and United States 
attorney from Iowa who 
was brought into the Jus¬ 
tice Department last year 
to serve as Sessions' chief of 
staff. In the months before, 
Whitaker was a familiar 
presence on CNN, where 
he questioned Mueller's 
scope and reach. 

In one appearance, he de¬ 
fended a June 2016Trump 
Tower meeting between 
Trump Jr. and a Kremlin- 
connected Russian lawyer, 
saying, 'You would always 
take that meeting." 

He also once tweeted a 
prosecutor's opinion piece 
that described the Muel- 
lerteam as a "lynch mob," 
and wrote his own op-ed 
saying Mueller would be 
outside his authority if he 
investigated Trump's family 
finances 

Trump had enjoyed Whita¬ 
ker's cable TV appear¬ 
ances— including one on 
CNN in which he suggest¬ 
ed that the Mueller probe 
be starved of resources 
— and the two men soon 
struck a bond. Trump told 
associates that he felt that 
Whitaker would be "loyal" 
and would not have re¬ 
cused himself from the Rus¬ 
sia probe as Sessions had 
done, according to two 
Republicans close to the 
White House not authorized 
to speak publicly about pri¬ 
vate conversations. 

Despite demands from 
Democrats and ethics 
watchdogs that he recuse 
because of his past com¬ 
ments, Whitaker showed 
no signs Thursday that he 
intended to do so. And not 
everyone is convinced he 
needs to .□

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Missouri tour boat captain indicted after sinking kills 17

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) 

Tie captain of a tourist 
boat that sank in southwest 
Missouri and killed 17 peo¬ 
ple, including nine mem¬ 
bers of an Indiana family, 
didn't tell passengers to put 
on flotation devices or pre- 
pa re them to abandon ship 
even after waves crashed 
into the boat during a se¬ 
vere storm, according to 
an indictment released 
Thursday. 

The federal indictment 
shows Kenneth Scott McK¬ 
ee faces 17 counts of mis¬ 
conduct, negligence or in¬ 
attention to duty by a ship's 
officer resulting in death. 
The deaths occurred af¬ 
ter the duck boat, a refur¬ 
bished amphibious ves¬ 
sel originally used by the 
military during World War II, 
sankduring a storm inj uly . 
U.S. Attorney Tim Garrison 
said the 51-year-old McKee 
also is accused of failing to 
properiyassessthe weather 
before and after the boat 
went into Table Rock Lake 
near Branson, a Midwest¬ 
ern tourist town known for 
country music shows and 
enterta inment venues 
'This is the beginning, not 
the end, of oureffortsin this 
matter," Garrison said dur¬ 
ing a news conference in 
Springfield, adding that he 
couldn't release specifics 
a bout the investigation. 
Ripley Entertainment, the 
company that operated 
the boats and suspended 
the operation following the 
accident, didn't respond to 
messages from The Associ¬ 
ated Press. McKee's attor¬ 
ney declined comment. 

If convicted, McKee could 
face up to 10 years in pris¬ 
on for each count and a 
fine of $250,000. Garrison 
said he expects McKee to 
surrender. 

Tia Coleman — whose hus¬ 
band, three young chil¬ 
dren and five other family 
members died in the sink¬ 
ing — released a state¬ 
ment Thursday saying she 
was pleased an indictment 
had been filed. Coleman 
wasamong 14 people who 
survived the sinking. 

'While nothing can ever 
ea se the g rief in my hea rt, I 
am grateful thatthe U.S. At¬ 


torney's Office is fighting for 
justice for my family, and 
the other victims, and is 
committed to holding fully 
accountable all those re¬ 
sponsible for this tragedy," 
Coleman said. 

The other people killed in¬ 
cluded two couples from 
Missouri, an Illinois woman 
who died while saving her 
granddaughter's life, an 
Arkansas father and son, 
and a retired pastor who 
wasthe boat's operator on 
land. 

Several lawsuits have been 
filed on behalf of victims 
and survivors a gainst Ripley 
Entertainment and other 
companies involved with 
the manufacture and op¬ 
eration of the boats. Rob¬ 
ert Mongeluzzi, an attorney 
representing Coleman and 
several others, said he's 
confident the federal in¬ 
vestigation will go beyond 
McKee. 

The U.S. Coast Guard had 
found probable cause 
that the accident resulted 
from McKee's "misconduct, 
negligence, or inattention 
to the duties," according 
to an August court filing. 
The U.S. attorney's office 
said the captain of a sec¬ 
ond duck boat that safely 
made it to shore during the 
storm acted in a "grossly 
negligent manner," though 
the court filing did n't elabo¬ 
rate on those findings. 

A spokeswoman for Ripley 
Entertainment has repeat¬ 
edly declined to comment 
on the investigation but has 
said the company has co¬ 
operated with authorities.

28, was a former machine 
gunner and Afghanistan 
war veteran who was in¬ 
terviewed by police at his 
home last spring after an 
episode of agitated be- 
haviorthat authorities were 


told might be post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder. 
Opening fire with a hand¬ 
gun with an illegal, extra- 
large magazine, Long shot 
a security guard outside 
and then went in and took 
aim at employees and pa¬ 
trons, authorities said. He 
also used a smoke bomb, 
according to a law en¬ 
forcement official who was 
not authorized to discuss 
the investigation publicly 
and spoke on condition of 
anonymity.

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"Unfortunately our young 
people, people at night¬ 
clubs, have learned that 
this may happen, and they 
think about that," Ventura 
County Sheriff Geoff Dean 
said.

Two years la ter, 
the 27-year-old was found 
dead in his prison cell days 
after being acquitted of 
most charges in a separate 
double-murder case.

MILAN (AP) — The Italian 
government insisted Thurs¬ 
day it is Stic king with its p la n 
to rapidly increase public 
spending as a dispute with 
the European Union over 
the budget intensified fol¬ 
lowing a gloomy set of 
forecasts. 

In response to the EU's ex¬ 
ecutive Commission's pre¬ 
diction that Italy will be the 
slowest-growing economy 
in the 19-country eurozone 
through 2020, Italian Pre¬ 
mier Giuseppe Conte said 
his government had no in¬ 
tention of revising its plans 
by next week, as Brussels 
had requested. 

'The Commission growth 
forecast for next year un¬ 
derestimates the positive 
impact of our economic 
maneuver and our struc¬ 
tural reforms," he said. "We 
are going ahead with our 
estimates on the public fi¬ 
nances, with growth that 
will increase and debt and 
deficit that will decrease." 
The worry in Brussels and in 
financial markets, where in¬ 
terest rateson Italian bonds 
have spiked sharply, is that 


the budget plans would 
prevent the country's huge 
debt burden from falling, 
aspromised. 

And that could raise re¬ 
newed questions about 
the future of the euro. It¬ 
aly's public debt burden 
stands at around 130 per¬ 
cent of the annual GDP, 
second in the eurozone 
behind Greece, which only 


emerged from its eight- 
yea r ba ilout era in the sum¬ 
mer. 

The Commission said it ex¬ 
pects the Italian economy, 
the euro zone's third-large st, 
to grow by only 1.2 percent 
in 2019, below the 1.5 per¬ 
cent projected by the gov¬ 
ernment. And in 2020, the 
Commission forecasts Ital¬ 
ian growth of only 1.3 per¬ 


cent, again 0.3 percent¬ 
age point-lower than the 
projection from Rome. 

As a result, the Commis¬ 
sion expects higher budget 
d efic its for Ita ly, nota bly fo r 
next year. Rather than the 
2.4 percent of GDP predict¬ 
ed by Italy, the Commission 
expects2.9percent, a level 
that would not bring down 
Italy's overall debt stock. 


'There are no grounds for 
questioning the founda¬ 
tion and sustainability of 
our forecasts," said Conte, 
adding that Italy expects 
the debt load to decrease 
to 126.7 percent of GDP 
by 2021. The Commission 
doesn't appear to be in a 
mood to haggle. 

'There cannot be a sort of 
negotiation on this," said 
Pierre Moscovici, the com¬ 
missioner responsible for 
economic matters. 
Countries that use the euro 
have to seek approval 
from the Commission for 
their budgets as part of a 
coordination exercise de¬ 
signed to prevent a repeat 
of the debt crisis that af¬ 
flicted the region over the 
past decade. The Commis¬ 
sion could sanctions Italy if 
it does not revise its plans 
by Tuesday. 

The Italian government ar¬ 
gues that the economy 
needs a stimulus so it can 
tum around after stag¬ 
nating for years. Boost¬ 
ing growth, it argues, will 
help control debt levels 
and eventually solidify the 
country's place within the 
single currency blocO 


Gorbachev calls for 
preventing new arms race

MOSCOW (AP) — Former 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev said Thursday that 
urgent efforts must be tak¬ 
en to prevent a new arms 
race. 

Gorbachev, 87, told re¬ 
porters that Moscow and 
Washington should focus 
on mending their rift and 
improving their relation¬ 
ship, one he described as 
the most important in the 
world. 

Gorbachev said "I hope 
that the arms race could 
be stopped and we could 
continue the nuclear disar¬ 
mament" that he and U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan 
initiated. 

He was speaking after at¬ 
tending the Moscow pre- 
mierof a film made by Wer¬ 
ner Herzog based on their 
conversations. 

U.S. President Dona Id Trump 
announced last month 


that he intends to pull out 
of the Intermediate-Range 
Nuclear Forces (INF) Treaty 
that Gorbachev and Rea¬ 
gan signed in 1987 over al¬ 
leged Russian violations 
Gorbachev, who took the 
helm in 1985 and stepped 
down on Christmas Day 
1991 as the Soviet Union 
broke up, has won broad 
international acclaim for 
his role in helping end the 
Cold War. 

But he has been frequently 
criticized at home where 
many held him responsible 
for the Soviet demise and 
the misery and political tur¬ 
moil that followed. 

In a separate statement is¬ 
sued Thursday, Gorbachev 
voiced concern about "at¬ 
tempts to take the world 
back into the past," warn¬

LYON, Ranee (AP) — In¬ 
terpol's secretary general 
said Thursday that the inter¬ 
national police organiza¬ 
tion's rules forbid him from 
probing into the fate of the 
Chinese government offi¬ 
cial who served as Interpol 
president for almost two 
years before he vanished 
during a trip to China. 

In his first public remarks 
about the disappearance 
of Meng Hongwei, Interpol 
Secretary General Juer- 
gen Stock said he "encour¬ 
aged" Chinese authori¬ 
ties to provide information 
about Meng'slocation and 
legal status but can do no 
more. 

Meng became Interpol's 
president in November 
2016. A new president will 
be elected to replace him 
during the organization's 
general assembly in Dubai 
on Nov. 18-21. 

Chinese authorities said 
they detained Meng, 64, 
on bribery charges, though 
his wife has described him 


as a victim of political per¬ 
secution. He was China's 
vice ministerof public secu¬ 
rity and appears to be the 
latest ranking Chinese offi¬ 
cial to have been caught 


in a sweeping purge under 
President XiJ inping. 

Stock said his organization 
learned of Meng's disap¬ 
pearance on Oct. 5 via 
media reports that came 


out after Meng's wife said 
she had not heard from 
him since the end of Sep¬ 
tember and reported him 
missing. 

Interpol contacted Beijing, 


asking for clarification, ac¬ 
cording to Stock. A high- 
level Chinese delegation 
arrived at Interpol's Lyon 
headquarterson Oct. 7, re¬ 
ported that Meng had writ¬ 
ten a resignation letter and 
advised that he wasno lon- 
gera delegate from China 
to Interpol — meaning he 
could no longer serve as 
president. 

C hina's Interpol offic e trans- 
mitted the resignation letter 
to Interpol headquarters 
later that day. Pressed on 
whether Interpol had assur¬ 
ances Meng actually wrote 
it or did so without duress, 
Stock hedged.

ISLAMABAD (AP) — A week 
after Pakistan's Supreme 
Court acquitted herofblas- 
phemy, a Christian woman 
who had been on death 
now for eight years was 
freed from detention Thurs¬ 
day, but her whereabouts 
are a closely guarded se¬ 
cret following demands 
by extremists that she be 
hanged in public. 

The case of Aasia Bibi has 
become a political mine¬ 
field for Prime Minister Im¬ 
ran Khan. He is trying to 
placate the Muslim extrem¬ 
ists who have threatened 
to topple his government, 
while keeping the 54-year- 
old mother of five safe 
from a lynch mob and also 
finding a way to allow her 
to leave Pakistan without 
bringing rioters into the 
streets. 

Bibi has been offered asy¬ 
lum by the European Parlia¬ 
ment, which championed 
her case after she was 
convicted in 2010 under 
Pakistan's harsh blasphemy 
law. There has been sharp 
worldwide criticism of the 
law, which remainspopular 
in the Muslim majority coun¬ 
try and carries the death 
penalty for insulting Islam 
but also has been used as 
a way to settle scores and 
pressure minorities. 

Bibi was with herfamily un¬ 
der heavy security after 
being transferred to the 
Pakistani capital overnight 
from her detention facility 
in southern Punjab, trigger¬ 
ing expectations of an im¬ 
minent departure from the 
country. 

For the moment, Bibi re¬ 
mained in Pakistan, ac¬ 
cording to two people 
close to her who spoke on 
condition of anonymity so 
as not to endanger her. 
That was confirmed later 
Thursday by Information 
MinisterFawad Chaudhry. 
Following her Oct. 31 ac¬ 
quittal by Pakistan's Su¬ 
preme Court, the hard-line 
Tehreek-e-Labbaik Party 
forced a nationwide shut¬ 
down as its sup porters filled 
the streets for three days to 
protest the ruling. The rallies 
only dispersed after Khan's 
government promised that 
a court would review a mo¬ 
tion to challenge the ac¬ 


quittal and deny Bibi per¬ 
mission to leave Pakistan. 
Khan, who came to power 
after elections last summer 
in part on an Islamist agen¬ 
da, was immediately ac¬ 
cused by critics of giving in 
to the extremists. 

Bibi's release, high-security 
transfer to Islamabad and 
her likely departure raised 
the possibility that Khan's 
promises to the Islamists 
could have been an effort 
to buy time. The govern¬ 
ment, however, has not 
openly declared that Bibi 
was free to leave. 
Tehreek-e-Labbaik, in a vid¬ 
eo message thatwascircu- 
lated widely Thursday, said 
it received government 
assurances following Bibi's 
relocation to Islamabad 
that she wouldn't leave the 
country until the review pe¬ 
tition was heard. 

Khan, a former cricket star 
and playboy who has em¬ 
braced religious conser¬ 
vatism before he ran for 
prime minister, is hamstrung 
by contradictions within his 
own government, accord¬ 
ing to Zhhid Hussain, who 
has written two books on 
the rise of militancy in Paki¬ 
stan. 

'There are some within the 
party, senior members of 
the party, who are pam¬ 
pering religious extremists 
for the sake of votes, and 
some believe in the same 


kind of world view," Hussain 
sa id in a n interview with The 
Associated Press. 

Bibi's ordeal began on a 
blistering hot day in 2009 
when she went to fetch 
waterfor herself and fellow 
farmworkers. An argument 
took place aftertwo wom¬ 
en refused to drink from 
the same container as Bibi, 
who is Roman Catholic. 

The two women later said 
Bibi had insulted the Proph¬ 
et Muhammad, and she 
was charged with blasphe¬ 
my. She was put on trial, 
convicted and sentenced 
to death in 2010. 

While her conviction 
was appealed, her case 
gained worldwide atten¬ 
tion and focused interna¬ 
tional criticism on the blas¬ 
phemy law. In announcing 
her acquittal last week, a 
three-judge panel of the 
Supreme Court upheld the 
law itself but said prosecu¬ 
tors had failed to prove Bibi 
had violated it. 

European Parliament Presi¬ 
dent Antonio Tajani invited 
Bibi and herfamily to Eu¬ 
rope. In a letter, a copy of 
which was seen by the AP, 
Tajani told Bibi's husband 
Ashiq Masih that the par¬ 
liament is "extremely con¬ 
cerned for your safety as 
well as your family's, due to 
the violence by extremist 
elements in Pakistan." 

The letter added to ex¬ 


pectations that she and 
herfamily would leave for 
Europe, though their desti¬ 
nation has not been con¬ 
firmed. Spain and France 
have offered herasylum. 
Speaking to the AP ear¬ 
lier this week in the Punjab 
capital of Lahore, Masih 
said he hasn't slept much 
since his wife's acquittal 
and the subsequent out¬ 
rage by extremists. His initial 
joy quickly turned to sad¬ 
ness when he realized the 
ordeal was not over. 

He said that he is con¬ 
sumed by fear every time 
his phone rings and haunt¬ 
ed by the shouts of "Hang 
her!" 

'Sometimes I pace on the 
rooftop, sometimes I walk 
on the road outside our 
home," he said. "I look at 
the faces a round me and I 
wonder if anyone is waiting 
to hurt us" 

Even the mere suggestion 
of blasphemy can whip 
mobs into a lynching fren¬ 
zy in Pakistan. In 2011, the 
governor of Punjab prov¬ 
ince was killed by his own 
guard after he defended 
Bibi and criticized the blas¬ 
phemy law. A year later, 
ShahbazBhatti, the minister 
for minorities and a Chris¬ 
tian, was shot and killed. 

For Bibi's husband, leaving 
Pakistan is painful but re¬ 
mains a matter of life and 
death. 


'We have no other choice 
but to leave," he said. "I 
love Pakistan but I can't live 
here." 

Even in Bibi's home village 
of Aitta Wali — an impov¬ 
erished farming community 
where animals and resi¬ 
dents share tiny, sunbaked 
mud houses — there is still 
outrage over her acquit¬ 
tal, and its remaining three 
Christian families have fled. 
"Ourentire village swore on 
the Quran that she insulted 
the prophet but no one be¬ 
lieves us and everyone be¬ 
lieves her," said Aman Ali, 
one of the villagers. "Before 
this, we liked the Christian 
families We always got 
along. But now there is only 
anger." 

Some of that anger was 
directed at a visiting AP 
reporter, who was told by 
one resident: 'Go. J ust get 
out. Go." 

Muhammad Afzal Qadri, 
a leader in the Tehreek- 
e-Labbaik Party and a 
religious scholar, said he 
doesn't regret calling for 
the deaths of the three 
judges who acquitted Bibi, 
orforcalling on his followers 
to overthrow Khan's gov¬ 
ernment. 

At his sprawling madrassa 
in the Punjab city ofGujrat, 
Qadri told the AP this week 
that he had the religious 
authority to declare a fat- 
wa, or edict, demanding 
the judges be killed. 
Pakistan is bound by Islamic 
injunctions, he said, adding 
that he was qualified to de¬ 
cide such matters.The West 
only seeks to undermine 
Pakistan's Islamic traditions 
and culture, Qadri said. 
Hussain, the authoron Paki¬ 
stani militancy, said the 
demonstrations over Bibi's 
acquittal were an attempt 
to regain positions the ex¬ 
tremists had lost in the J uly 
elections 

Another rally Thursday in 
the southern city of Karachi 
drew thousands. One reli¬ 
gious leader, Fazlur Rehm- 
an, whose party was rout¬ 
ed in the elections, said the 
"court of the masses" has 
rejected Bibi's acquittal. 

The Tehreek-e-Taliban in¬ 
surgent group warned any¬ 
one who would commit 
blasphemy that "our dag- 
gerswill cutyourthroat.'O

Toxic smog cloaks New Delhi morning afterDiwali festivities

NEW DELHI (AP) — Toxic 
smog shrouded the Indian 
capital as air quality plum¬ 
meted to hazardous levels 
Thursday aftertens of thou¬ 
sands of people set off a 
multitude of firecrackers to 
celebrate the major Hindu 
festiva I of Diwa li. 

With schools closed for holi¬ 
days, many young children 
stayed indoors to escape 
the pollution levels in New 
Delhi that shot up to 681, 
as reported by the U.S. Em¬ 
bassy Thursday morning 
from 200 a day earlier. That 
measurement of small par¬ 
ticulate matter in the air is 
20 times higher than what's 
considered safe by the 
World Health Organization 
and could seriously aggra¬ 
vate heart or lung diseases. 


The government blamed 
the toxic stew on a combi¬ 
nation of burning of stubble 
in agricultural fields and 
firecrackers. The Indian In¬ 
stitute of Tropica I Meteorol¬ 
ogy said an increasing sur¬ 
face wind speed is expect¬ 
ed to disperse pollutants in 
two to three days. 

Many revelers flouted the 
Supreme Court order that 
firecrackers could be ex¬ 
ploded only between 8 
p.m. and 10 p.m. Wednes¬ 
day. It also said that only 
less polluting firecrackers 
could be made and sold. 
Rias Ahmed, an auto rick¬ 
shaw driver, said it was 
highly unlikely thatairpollu- 
tion wasgoing to decrease 
in and around the Indian 
capital. 

"I have been driving an 



auto rickshaw since 1994, 
for24 or25 years, and it has 
been very difficult due to 
the high pollution. Some¬ 
times when we clean our

nose, it's all black. When 
we spit or cough, that's all 
black. This is a problem." 
Mohammad Shahid Raza, 
a young student, said peo¬ 


ple let off firecrackers until 
1 a.m. Thursday in a south 
Delhi neighborhood where 
he lived. "It was very noisy, 
and on top of that the pol¬ 
lution level wasso high, that 
when I went outside my 
house to buy some water, I 
could see darkclouds, and 
everything was completely 
dark. This isnotgood." 
Authorities this week tried 
to reduce dust by sprinkling 
water in many neighbor¬ 
hoods and ordering build¬ 
ers to cover construction 
sites.

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Gruesome find leaves Venezuelan veterinary students in tears

MARACAY, Venezuela (AP) 

— Rafael Toro, a student at 
Venezuela's top veterinary 
school, suspected some¬ 
thing was amiss when a 
beloved horse called Miss 
Congeniality didn't greet 
him at the fence one re¬ 
cent morning along with 
others in the campus' small 
herd. 

The bright-eyed, bay-col¬ 
ored mare had earned her 
nickname for helping dis¬ 
abled students overcome 
their fear of riding horses. 
They say she was smart and 
even trotted up when you 
called hername. 

To his shock, Toro discov¬ 
ered the horse's skin and 
dismembered bones hid¬ 
den among treesinthe cor¬ 
ner pasture of the sprawl¬ 
ing campus in the central 
Venezuelan city of Mara- 
cay. Thieves overnight had 
hopped the fence, slaugh¬ 
tered the horse and made 
off with her meat — either 
to sell or to feed their hun¬ 
gry families. 

"I burst into tea rs," sa id Toro, 
who delivered the grim 
news to other students. "We 
came here, and together 
we all cried." 

The slaughter isn't an isolat¬ 
ed incident. Across Vene¬ 
zuela, asthe once-wealthy 
oil nation's economy col¬ 
lapses and sky-high infla¬ 
tion leaves residents strug¬ 
gling to afford scarce food, 
crimes of hunger and des¬ 
peration are soaring. 
Ranchers across the coun¬ 
try complain their livestock 


herds are meeting the 
same fate. There a re media 
reports of small groups of 
men caught smuggling sto¬ 
len horse meat — accom¬ 
panied by gory pictures of 
dismembered horses. 
Professors on campus at 
Central University of Vene¬ 
zuela in Maracay complain 
that thieves have walked 
off with air conditioners 
and electrical wires, forc¬ 
ing them to teach in dark 
classrooms with sweat run¬ 


ning down theirbacks. 

But in a new low, bandits 
have turned their attention 
to slaughtering horses and 
cattle vital to training the 
South American nation's 
next generation of veteri¬ 
narians 

The meat from a full-grown 
horse could fetch roughly 
$1,400 at market, based 
on the equivalent prices 
of Venezuelan beef, mak¬ 
ing it a lucrative venture in 
a country where a worker's 


monthly minimum wage 
is under $10 at the widely- 
used black market rate. 
Months before Miss Con¬ 
geniality's demise, crooks 
slaughtered two horsesdo- 
nated to the university and 
thatwere temporarily quar¬ 
antined at a nearby pas¬ 
ture, Toro said. Since late 
2016, seven cows— includ¬ 
ing a prized bull atthe cen¬ 
ter of the school's breed¬ 
ing program — have fallen 
prey to overnight bandits 


sneaking onto campus 
"A loss like that is pretty 
expensive," said professor 
Daniel Vargas, who over¬ 
sees the university's cattle 
program. 

Venezuelans have tradi¬ 
tionally been repulsed by 
the thought of eating horse 
meat, making recent de¬ 
velopments here especially 
puzzling, say professors, 
who suspect customers a re 
buying horse meat at their 
local butcher thinking it is 
beef. 

The faculty reports each 
case, but police have yet 
to a nest any suspects. The 
school's budget has been 
frozen for over a decade, 
leading security guards to 
walk off the job and leave 
the campus an open tar¬ 
get, university officials said. 
"It could be an inside job, 
or someone from outside," 
said Isis Vivas, dean of the 
veterinary school. "Any¬ 
thing is possible." 

Toro, a lifelong animal lov¬ 
er who plans to graduate 
next year, believes Miss 
Congeniality was singled 
out from the small heard 
of five horses. She was four 
yearsold, plump and in the 
prime of life. Amid the trag¬ 
ic loss, he safeguards her 
skull so future generations 
of students can continue 
to leam from her, such as 
gauging a horse's age by 
examining the teeth. 

'We would have liked for 
her to stick around here 
with us and leave us her 
offspring,"Toro said. "Sadly, 
this is not the case.

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Government 
Olympic 
lunds not 
usable for 
abuse 
probes

DENVER (AP) — A grow¬ 
ing sex-abuse problem in 
Olympic sports has led to 
a steady stream of Con¬ 
gressional hearings and a 
three-yea rg rant worth $2.2 
million. 

Yet not a penny of those 
federal fundscan be used 
to fight the actual prob¬ 
lem: investigating or resolv¬ 
ing more than 800 open 
cases, many brought by 
vie tims the mse Ive s. 

That leaves an ever-grow¬ 
ing backlog for the U.S. 
Center for SafeSport, the 
organization that opened 
20 months ago to investi¬ 
gate sex-abuse complaints 
in Olympic sports. 

'We didn't realize until the 
(bid instructions for the 
grant) came out that we 
would not be able to use 
it for performing investiga¬ 
tions," said SafeSport CEO 
Shellie Pfohl. 'Clearly, that 
isa need, and we are con¬ 
tinuing to look for more 
robust funding, both from 
government sources, as 
well asfrom outside of gov¬ 
ernment." 

SafeSport's mission is to 
investigate cases and 
serve as an independent 
clearinghouse for educat¬ 
ing about abuse, with the 
authority to ban athletes 
and coaches across or¬ 
ganizations that run Olym¬ 
pic sports in the United 
States.

In Oleksandr Usyk, boxing 
has a rising, unbeaten star 
ready to further shake up 
a revitalized heavyweight 
division. 

The Ukrainian fighter just 
has one last job to finish off 
at c arise rweight level. 
Usykmakesthe firstdefense 
of his four cariserweight ti¬ 
tles when he takes on Tony 
Bellew in Manchester on 
Saturday. It will be Usyk's 
16th professional fight, and 
likely his last in a division he 
unified in J uly. 

The 31-year-old Usyk is plan¬ 
ning to make the step up to 
heavyweight — the division 
in which he won Olympic 
gold at the 2012 London 
Games — and there's al¬ 
ready talk of a fight a gainst 
Anthony Joshua, the IBF, 
WBO and WBA title holder. 
This all sounds familiar to 
Bellew. 

Last year, Bellew climbed 
up from cruiserweight to 
heavyweight to fight David 
Haye, another boxer who 
intended to use Bellew asa 
way to get a lucrative fight 
with J oshua. 

Bellew upset the odds by 
knocking out Haye in the 
11th round and then, in a 
rematch in May, stopped 
the former heavyweight 
champion in the fifth round. 


The 35-year-old Uverpool 
native has already been 
world cruiserweight cham¬ 
pion and has a 30-2-1 re¬ 
cord. The fightagainst Usyk 
is set to be his last before 
retirement. 

"One more night to survive 
through," Bellew said, "and 
then I go on to live the 
dream life with my family." 

It could be the biggest 
night of his boxing career 
— and possibly the tough¬ 
est. 

Usyk, a southpaw, has risen 
virtually untouched through 
the professional ranks since 
leaving his amateur days 
behind him after the Lon¬ 
don Olympics. Eleven of his 
15 wins have come inside 
the distance. As an ama¬ 
teur, he was also a world 
and European champion. 
'The only chance I have 
is a puncher's chance — I 
cannot outbox this man," 
Bellew said. "He is a formi¬ 
dable opponent. He has 
everything any boxercould 
possibly want and he is a 
horrible southpaw. 

"But I've shown what lean 
do at heavyweight and, 
believe you me, I will show 
even more what I can do 
at cruiserweight. I am fast¬ 
er, sharper and possibly 
even stronger at cruiser- 
weight. Asgood ashe is, as 
great a she is, he is meeting 


someone with something 
inside him." 

Given Bellew's improved 
standing in recent years 
and the fact the fight is 
being held in Britain, Usyk's 
profile is set to be bigger 
than ever if he wins. 

'Tony is my best opponent 
ever, definitely," he said 
Thursday. 

Usyk was bom in Crimea 
and has said he wasforced 
to leave the peninsula af¬ 
ter Russia annexed it from 


Ukra ine in 2014. 

He became undisputed 
cruiserweight champion 
after fighting three times in 
10 months in the World Box¬ 
ing Super Series, in which 
he beat Marco Huck, the 
then-WBC champion Mairis 
Briedis, and most recently 
MuratGassiev inj uly. 

What stood out, in particu¬ 
lar, during those wins was 
his remarkable footwork 
and movement that the 
aging Bellew could strug¬ 


gle with. 

Comparing the two fight¬ 
ers, Bellew — the underdog 
— appears to have one 
major advantage: Experi¬ 
ence. 

And potentially another. 
'Tony's left hook is the 
equalizer," the now-retired 
Haye said in the build-up. 
"If Tony can land that left 
hook to the head, that left 
hook to the body, he can 
really get a foothold in this 
fight and turn the tide.'O

To be sure, the money — 
SafeSport will use $1 million 
in the first yea r, $875,000 in 
Yea r 2 a nd $378,000 in Yea r 
3 — represents a signifi¬ 
cant infusion for an office 
operating on $6.4 million 
in 2018. But according to 
the rules of the J ustice De¬ 
partment grant awarded 
last month, it must all be di¬ 
rected toward prevention 
and education programs, 
and for auditing national 
governing bodies' work in 
sex-abuse prevention — 
not the most acute needs 
for an operation that has 
struggled to hire investiga¬ 
tors to look into the 1,622 
complaints, an average 
of 85 a month, that have 
come its way. 
fhe backlog is growing 
steadily, with spikescoming 
whenever sex-abuse and 
assault cases make big 
headlines. 

Not long after opening, 
when the #MeToo move¬ 
ment and Nassar allega¬ 
tions were in the headlines, 
the numberof reportscom- 
ing into the center rose 
from 20 to 30 a month to 
that same number each 
week. Over the two weeks 
that Supreme CourtJ ustice 
Brett Kavanaugh's confir¬ 
mation topped the news 
because of sexual assault 
allegations that he denies, 
the center received 135 
calls 

fhe center has 14 employ- 
eeson its response and res¬ 
olution team, including six 
full-time investigators and 
another dozen who work 
on a contract basis Ac¬ 
cording to numbers provid¬ 
ed by the center, full-time 
investigators handle an 
average of 10 active cases 
at any given time and the 
contractors handle be¬ 
tween three and six. That 
means no more than 132 
of the 800-plus cases are 
being investigated at any 
given time. 

The $2.2 million grant won't 
help resolve any of those 
manpower issues. 

"We're looking at all kinds 
of strategies of knocking 
down that backlog," Pfohl 
said. "It's not just throwing 
bodies at the workload. It's 
also being very strategic 
about the type of people 
we're hiring who can help 
folks from the time they call 
us to submit a report."

fhe Senate subcommittee 
hearings being chaired by 
Sen. J erry Moran, R-Kansas, 
may lead to revisiting the 
law that formed the USOC, 
potentially reshaping the 
relationship between the 
USOC and the 50 national 
governing bodies it over¬ 
sees More stringent lan¬ 
guage about handling 
sex-abuse cases could be 
added. 

A spokeswoman for Moran 
said the panel is reviewing 
whether the center needs 
additional resources but 
could not explain the rea¬ 
son the grant was written 
the way it was.

Law¬ 
makers a re looking for oth¬ 
er ways to fund the center, 
she said. 

The U.S. Olympic Commit¬ 
tee provides $3.1 million 
a year for SafeSport, and 
earlier this year, the orga¬ 
nizations that run Olympic 
sports in America (national 
governing bodies) com¬ 
bined to increase their 
contribution by nearly 25 
percent to a total of $2 mil¬ 
lion a year starting in 2019. 
When the USOC pushed 
to open the center amid 
growing outrage over slow 
responses to scandals in 
swimming, taekwondo and 
other sports, it searched for 
funding across the sports 
landscape — from pro 
leagues to the NCAA and 
elsewhere — but found 
few backers The relative 
dearth of cash flow has 
slowed the center's mission. 
Since itsopening, SafeSport 
investigations have led to 
381 disciplinary actions, in¬ 
cluding 222 cases that led 
to permanent ineligibility. 
The discipline is similar to 
what the U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency does on the drug 
front. 

By comparison, USADA, 
which also must fund a ro¬ 
bust testing system, report¬ 
ed $21 million in revenue in 
2017, $9.5 million of which 
came from a grant from 
the federal Office of Na¬ 
tional Drug Control Policy 
and another $5.1 million 
of which came from the 
USOC. "There were no sig¬ 
nificant strings attached 
to USADA's government 
grant. 

("The USOC, chastened 


by critics for not react¬ 
ing strongly enough to the 
Russian doping scandal, 
increased USADA funding 
by about 35 percent from 
2016. Undersimilarcriticism, 
it has doubled its outlay to 
the SafeSport Center since 
the opening.) 

Earlier this year, Congress 
passed a bill requiring that 
the USOC and sports fed¬ 
erations under its umbrella 
report abuse allegations 
to law enforcement. It also 
granted authority to SafeS¬ 
port asa place forathletes 
to report abuse allegations 
"The Senate version of that 
bill included $1 million for 
the SafeSport center, but 
that funding was stripped 
when the bill reached the 
House.

"The credo in NASCAR 
has always been "If you 
ain't cheatin', you ain't 
tryin'," and that has never 
changed despite series ef¬ 
fort to keep things on the 
up-and-up. 

Now that culture has resur¬ 
faced again and at a most 
inopportune time for the 
beleaguered series. 

"There is one race to go to 
set the championship field, 
Sunday in Phoenix, and star 
driver Kevin Harvick has 
been snared in the latest 
scandal. NASCAR found 
Harvick had an illegal 
race-winning car— his sec¬ 
ond of the season — after 
his victory at Texas Motor 
Speedway earned him an 
automatic berth in the Nov. 
18title race in Florida. 

"The issue was with a spoiler 
that had been modified to 
give Harvick an aerody¬ 
namic advantage as he 
dominated and won fora 
Cup Series-high eighth time 
this season. J ust how much 
of an advantage Harvick 
had is irrelevant: "The levels 
of deceit NASCAR believes 
Stewart-Haas Racing went 
to were so devious the in¬ 
tent can't be questioned. 
Once NASCAR had the car 
back from Texas and in its 
Research and Develop¬ 
ment Center, the spoiler 
was removed and deter¬ 
mined not to be the part 
supplied by the vendor. 
Instead, NASCAR believes 
SHR made its own spoiler, 
passed it off as one from 
the mandatory vendorand 
used it to help Harvick win. 
"The details were unveiled 
late Wednesday, 10 hours 
after Harvick's spot in the 
finale was revoked. NAS 
CAR has for several years 
refused to give specifics 
about infractions — keep¬ 
ing secret ideas on how 
to game the system — but 
reversed course on the 


Harvick penalty because 
of mounting criticism about 
the severity of his punish¬ 
ment. Not only did Harvick 
lose his spot in the final 
four at Homestead-Miami 
Speedway, but he must 
race the final two weeks of 
the season without hiscrew 
chief and car chief. 

Scott Miller, NASCAR's se¬ 
nior vice president of com¬ 
petition, said he felt SHR 
took the notion of pushing 
boundaries and exploring 
technology "into borderline 
rid icu bus territory." 

With the stakes so high 
this weekend at Phoenix, 
where seven drivers will by 
vying for three open spots 
in the championship race, 
NASCAR will check spoilers 
at the track. 

"It's unfortunate that now 
we'll be pulling spoilers off 
and having to do another 
inspection when the teams 
should really be bringing le¬ 
gal cars to the race track," 
Miller said. 

SHR has not challenged 
NASCAR's cheating allega¬ 
tion. The team said it would 
not appeal the penalty 
and vice president of com¬ 
petition Greg Zipadelli said 
in a statement "NASCAR 
determined we ventured 
into an area not accom¬ 
modated by its rule book." 
"The team has not made 
any members available 
for comment, and Harvick 
is not scheduled to speak 
to the media at Phoenix, 
where he is a nine-time 
winner. One of his victories 
came in the spring, part of 
a three-race winning streak 
marred by an illegal carat 
Las Vegas one week ear¬ 
lier. 

"The latest infraction raises 
questions about whether 
SHR has 'Ventured into an 
area not accommodated" 
by NASCAR's rolebook with 
its other drivers. Its entire 
four-car lineup — Harvick, 
Kurt Busch, Clint Bowyer 


and Aric Almirola — is still 
eligible for the title race. 

It wasn't just SHR last week¬ 
end, either. NASCAR took 
three cars back to its R&D 
Center after Texas and all 
three failed teardown in¬ 
spections. Ryan Blaney's 
team was punished and so 
wasthe team forErikJ ones 
If the only three cars in¬ 
spected failed, whatabout 
the other 37 cars in Sun¬ 
day's fie Id? 

'We certainly can't bring 
the 40-car field back to 
R&D," Miller said, elabo¬ 
rating on how issues get 
missed at the track. 'We're 
under time constraints at 
the race track to do these 
inspections. We have small 
windows and tight win- 
dowsto get the inspections 
done, and we might spend 
in the neighborhood of five 
minutes with each of the 
40 cars for the three-hour 
window that we have for 
inspection. To think that 
we can scrutinize a caras 


good in five minutes and 
we can in three hours at 
the R&D Center is a bit un¬ 
realistic." 

"The last big scandal in NAS¬ 
CAR was in 2013, when 
Michael Waltrip Racing 
manipulated the finish of a 
race at Richmond to try to 
get Martin TruexJ r. into the 
playoffs. It led to a larger 
NASCAR investigation that 
uncovered at least one 
othercase of race manipu¬ 
lation. 

"The latest scandal may be 
the tipping point for a re¬ 
vamped penalty system 
next season. Miller said the 
sanctioning body will look 
during the offseason at 
tougher penalties if a team 
that can't even pass the 
first round of inspection. 

'We realize that we kind 
of probably need to ramp 
up the severity of what 
goes on at the race track, 
and we're hoping that we 
can change the culture to 
where we don't have to 


play this cat-and-mouse 
game with the teams all 
the time," Millersaid. 

What happens if a car 
fails inspection after win¬ 
ning the title? It wasn't until 
Wednesday morning, long 
after Sunday's race, that 
NASCAR revealed Harvick's 
carhad failed inspection. 
Miller vowed intense scru¬ 
tiny on the four champi¬ 
onship-contending cars 
at Homestead, and said 
the post-race procedure 
is similar to the Daytona 
500, where engines are ex¬ 
amined at the track after 
the race. "Knowing that so 
much is on the line, we can 
concentrate on those cars 
a little bit more than we 
can the 40-car field during 
the regular season," Miller 
said. 'So we'll just ramp up 
the intensity of keeping 
people with eyes on those 
cars throughout the week¬ 
end and scrutinize those 
cars heavily, both before 
and afterthe race.

For the past few years, 
the smartphone industry 
has been searching for a 
breakthrough to revive a 
market mired in an innova¬ 
tion lull and a sales slump. 
A potential catalyst is on 
the horizon in the form of 
flexible screens that can 
be folded in half without 
breaking. 

Samsung and several rivals 
are preparing to roll out 
such screens to make de¬ 
vices mo re versatile forwork 
and pleasure. The foldable 
screenscould increase dis¬ 
play space to the size of a 
mini-tablet, but fold like a 
wallet so they revert to the 
size of regular phones But 
there are questions about 
price and durability. 

If the new phonesfulfill their 
makers' ambitions, they will 
become a leap ahead for 
an industry whose origins 
can be traced to the old 
flip phones that consumers 
once embraced as cool 
and convenient. Foldable- 
screen phones, though, 


won't need hinges be¬ 
cause they have continu- 
ousdisplaysthatcan bend. 
In an indication of how dif¬ 
ficult it is to make a flexible 


screen that's also durable, 
Samsung first announced 
plans to build a folding- 
screen phone five years 
ago. It wasn't until Wednes¬ 


day, though, that Samsung 
finally provided a glimpse 
at what it's been working 
on. 

'We have been living in a 
world where the size of a 
screen could only be as 
large as the device itself," 
said Justin Denison, Sam¬ 
sung's senior vice president 
of mobile product market¬ 
ing. 'We have just entered 
a new dimension." 

Except fora fleeting look at 
a device he held in a hand, 
Denison provided scant 
information about the 
phone. Samsung says it will 
be ready to hit the market 
at some point next year. 
Smartphone makers are 
looking for something to 
excite consumers as they 
replace phones less of¬ 
ten because new mod¬ 
els are pricey and aren't 
that much different from 
their predecessors beyond 
slightly better camera sand 
batteries 

That's the main reason 
worldwide smartphone 
sales have fallen from the 
previous year for four con¬ 
secutive quarters, accord¬ 


ing to IDC. Add itallup,and 
smartphone sales declined 
by 4 percent during 12 
months ending in Septem¬ 
ber. Samsung, the world's 
leading seller of smart¬ 
phones, suffered a 7 per¬ 
cent decline in shipments 
during that period, based 
on IDC's calculations But 
it's not clear whether flex¬ 
ible-screen phones will 
have mass appeal, espe¬ 
cially when the bendy de¬ 
vices are expected to cost 
more than $1,000. Royole 
Corp., a small Silicon Val¬ 
ley company, is hoping to 
sell early versions of its Flex- 
Pai foldable-screen phone 
for $1,300 to $1,500 once it 
comes to the U.S. — some¬ 
thing that won't happen 
until next year, at the earli¬ 
est. For now, it will be a va il- 
able in China starting next 
month, at a price equiva¬ 
lent to about $1,300. 

While the idea of a device 
being able to bend into dif¬ 
ferent shapes may sound 
good, IDC analyst Ramon 
Llamas is skeptical about 
how practical and durable 
they will be. □ 


Google reforms sexual misconductvules

Google is promising to be 
more forceful and open 
about its hand ling of sexual 
misconduct cases, a week 
after high-paid engineers 
and others walked out in 
protest over its male-domi¬ 
nated culture. 

CEO Sundar Pichai spelled 
out the concessions in an 
email sent Thursday to 
Google employees The 
note of contrition came a 
week after the tech giant's 
workers left their cubicles 
in dozens of offices around 
the world to protest man¬ 
agement's treatment of 
top executives and other 
male workers accused of 
sexual harassment and 
other misconduct involving 
men. The protest's organiz¬ 
ers estimated that about 
20,000 workers pa rtic ip a ted 
in the walkout. 

'Google's leaders and I 
have heard yourfeedback 
and have been moved by 


the stories you've shared," 
Pichai wrote in his email. 
'We recognize that we 
have not always gotten 
everything right in the past 
and we are sincerely sorry 
for that. It's clear we need 
to make some changes." 
Pichai'semail wasobtained 
by The Associated Press. 
Google bowed to one of 
the protesters' main de¬ 
mands by dropping man¬ 
datory arbitration of all sex¬ 
ual misconduct cases That 
will now be optional under 
the new policies. It mirrors a 
change made by ride-hail¬ 
ing service Uber after the 
complaints of its women 
employees prompted an 
internal investigation con¬ 
cluding its rank had been 
poisoned by rampant sexu¬ 
al harassment 
Google will also provide 
more details about sexual 
misconduct cases in in¬ 
ternal reports available to 
all employees. The break¬ 
downs will include the 
number of cases that were 


substantiated within vari- 
ouscompany departments 
and list the types of punish¬ 
ment imposed, including 
firings, pay cuts and man¬ 
dated counseling. 

The company is also step¬ 
ping up its training aimed 
at preventing misconduct, 
requiring all employees to 
go through the process 
annually instead of every 
other year. Those who fall 


behind in their training, in¬ 
cluding top executives, will 
be dinged in their annual 
performance reviews, leav¬ 
ing a blemish that could 
lower their pay and make 
it more difficult to get pro¬ 
moted. 

The reforms are the latest 
falloutfroma broadersoci- 
eta I backlash a gainst men's 
exploitation of their wo men 
subordinates in business, 


entertainment and poli¬ 
tics — a movement that 
has spawned the "MeToo" 
hashtag as a sign of unity 
and a callforchange. 
Google got caught in the 
crosshairs two weeks ago 
after The New York Times 
detailed allegations of 
sexual misconduct about 
the creatorof Google'sAn- 
droid software, Andy Rubin. 
The newspaper said Rubin 
received a $90 million sev¬ 
erance package in 2014 
after Google concluded 
the accusations we re cred¬ 
ible. Rubin has denied the 
allegations 

Like its Slicon Valley peers, 
Google has already open¬ 
ly acknowledged that its 
workforce is too heavily 
concentrated with white 
and Asian men, especially 
in the highest paying ex¬ 
ecutive and computerpro¬ 
gramming jobs.

Most financial planners 
advise never tapping re¬ 
tirement savings to pay for 
your kid's education. Even 
as college costs climb, 
there are still options to bor¬ 
row that cash, whereas it's 
often noted that you can't 
borrow for retirement. 

Yet about one-third of 
Americans with kids under 
18 say they plan to use re¬ 
tirement savings or "could 
use if needed" to help pay 
for their children's educa¬ 
tion, according to a recent 
survey by Sallie Mae, one 
of the nation's largest stu¬ 
dent loan lenders. 

The good news for retire¬ 
ment savings is that num¬ 
ber is declining — in the 
2016 edition of Sallie Mae's 
survey, 39 percent of par¬ 
ents said they planned or 
may use retirement savings 
as a last resort to fund their 
children's education. 

More parents are now 
thinking twice about using 
retirement savings to fund 
college dreams, and here's 
why their hesitation is war¬ 
ranted. 

LOST RETIREMENT SAVINGS 
COULD HURT YOU 

Paying for school from a 


tax-advantaged employer 
retirement account like a 
401(k) can hurt you in sev¬ 
eral ways: 

?A 10 percent tax penalty 
on early withdrawals be low 
age 59y2. 

?A potentially bigger tax 
bill the year of withdrawal 
asthe money you withdraw 
iscounted asincome. 

?Loss of tax-free growth 
of your savings Unlike tax¬ 
able investment accounts, 
where you may have to 
pay the IRS annually for 
capital gains, employer- 


sponsored retirement ac- 
countscan grow tax-free.

consin. 'This is not ideal, 
because it reduces your re¬ 
tirement savings, but it is an 
option."

Tapping your retirement 
savingscan boomerang to 
hurt your kids if they need 
to provide financial help for 


you in yourlateryears. 

'We see clients want to 
help their kids through col¬ 
lege at the expense of 
their own retirement, and 
we always advise against 
it," says Matt Ahrens, a fi¬ 
nancial advisor at Integrity 
Advisory in Overland Park, 
Kansas. "Parents have to 
understand that sacrificing 
to help their kids through 
college may only put more 
stress on their children 
when they see their par¬ 
ents struggling financially in 
retirement." 

A more immediate blow: 
Using your retirement funds 
could hurt your child's abil¬ 
ity to qualify for student a id. 
Why? The cash is consid¬ 
ered "ordinary income" and 
may put your total wages 
for the year beyond what 
q ua lifies for a ssista nc e. 
Because retirement ac¬ 
counts aren't counted 
when considering if a fam¬ 
ily economically qualifies, 
'funding your 401(k) or 
403(b) is an advantage for 
college financial aid," says 
KimberlyJ. Howard, a certi¬ 
fied financial planner with 
KJ H Financial Services in 
Newton, Massachusetts.

Nissan sees piofitdip as sales fa II, offsetting cost cuts

automaker Nissan reported 
Thursday an 8 percentfa II in 
profit for the latest quarter 
asdeclining sales offset the 
b e nefits of c o st c uts. 

Nissan Motor Co.'s J uly- 
September profit totaled 
130.4 billion yen ($1.1 billion) 
Thursday, down from 141.6 
billion yen the same period 
a yea readier. 

Quarterly sales dipped 
nearly 3 percent to 2.82 
trillion yen ($24.8 billion). 
Nissan, which makes the 
March subcompact, Leaf 
electric car and Infiniti 
luxury models, stuck to its 
forecast for the fiscal year 
through March for a 500 
billion yen ($4.4 billion) 
profit on 12 trillion yen ($106 
billion) sales. 

The company's chief 
financial officer, Hiroshi 
Karube, said Nissan's 


quarterly vehicle salesfell in 
North America and Europe, 
but rose in China, while 
they held relatively steady 
in J a pan, compared to last 
year. 

He told reporters Nissan 
was working hard to restore 
profitability in the key U.S. 
market. The rising cost of 
raw materials also eroded 
earnings, he said. 

Tariffs on steel, aluminum 
and other raw materials 
announced by President 
Donald Trump have had 
some negative effect, but 
they were only a small part 
of the overall rising cost 
of raw materials, which 
dented profitability, Karube 
said. 

The effect of some 
unfavorable currency 
exchange rates in 
emerging markets also 
hurt earnings, according 
to Nissan, based in the port 


city of Yokohama. Cost¬ 
cutting efforts were going 
well, but research spending 
was on the rise, it said. 
Karube was asked 
repeatedly about his 
views on the U.S. midterm 
elections and what that 
meant for trade and other 
policies affecting Nissan, 
but he acknowledged he 
had no idea. 

"It just happened yesterday, 
and it is today," he said.

BALTIMORE (AP) — A team 
of researchers is giving the 
world a chance to see 
the faces of two Egyptian 
women who walked the 
earth about 2,300 years 
ago. 

"The Baltimore Sun reports 
that detailed portraits 
based on mummified re¬ 
mains form the core of 
'Who Am I? Remembering 
the Dead "Through Facial 
Reconstruction," the new¬ 
est exhibition on display at 
the J ohns Hopkins University 
Museum of Archaeology at 
least until the end of next 
year. 

Experts in fields ranging 
from fine art, osteology, 
computer tomology, and 
craniofacial reconstruction 
worked together to cre¬ 
ate the likenesses from two 
mummiesacquired abroad 
and brought to Baltimore 
more than a century ago. 
Sanchita Ba lac hand ran, 
the museum's associate 
director, sees the exhibit 
as an opportunity to say, 
'These people have been 
with us since the 1880s, and 
we're only now able to see 
them asreal people." 

"The veteran of archaeolog¬ 
ical digs, was familiar with 
Western collectors' treat¬ 
ment of ancient artifacts, 
particularly Egyptian mum¬ 
mies. In the early to mid- 
1800s, America ns of means 
collected what they saw 
as exotica in Egypt, where 
the ceremonially preserved 
bodies were plentiful. 
Mendes I. Cohen, A War 
of 1812 veteran, acquired 
a mummy in Egypt in 1834, 
brought it back to Balti¬ 
more, and left it to the 
university when he died in 
1879. John F. Goucher, a 
local minister, missionary 
and educator, acquired 
a mummy in 1895 and 
brought it to Baltimore, 
where he donated it to 
the school he'd founded, 
the Baltimore Woman's 
College, later renamed 
GoucherCollege. It ended 
up at the Baltimore Muse¬ 
um of Art. 

'They were often seen as 
curiosities that belonged in 
sideshows, freak shows and 
dime museums," said Meg 


Swaney, a doctoral student 
in Near Eastern Studies at 
Hopkins and co-curator of 
the exhibit. "People weren't 
sure whether to display 
them in natural history mu¬ 
seums, or in art museums 
forthe artifacts they came 
with. But there wasso much 
curiosity, every museum 
wanted one." 
Balachandran's team, 
a group that included 
Swaneyand six undergrad¬ 
uates, worked with Caroline 
Wilkinson, the director of 
Face Lab, a research group 
at Liverpool John Moores 
University in England that 
carries out forensic and ar¬ 
chaeological research. Dr. 
Elliot K. Fishman, a professor 
of radiology and the direc¬ 
tor of diagnostic imaging 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital, 
performed a CT scan on 
the bodies, and those im-

ages provided information 
for three-dimensional rep¬ 
resentations. 

Researchers contributed 
other details including pel¬ 
vic marksthat showed both 
were female and tooth 
conditions that suggested 
ages of about 45 or 50. 
Face Lab built its illustra¬ 
tions o ut ove r two yea rs. 

The team faced a range of 
ethical questions a long the 
way, voting for two-dimen¬ 
sional portraits over three- 
dimensional busts. 
"Everyone felt it would risk 
being too macabre or 
creating too much of a 
spectacle," said Swaney, 
who specializes in the eth¬ 
ics involved in displaying 
Egyptian remains. They 
also agreed to render the 
portraits in grays since no 
reliable evidence exists re¬ 
garding skin tone.Q

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Live-streaming a marshland for fun - and science

PLYMOUTH, Mass. (AP) 

— If a tree falls in the fid- 
marsh Wildlife Sanctuary, it 
doesn't matter if there's no 
one around. You can hear 
it anyway. 

That's because research¬ 
ers have hidden dozens of 
wireless sensor nodes, mi¬ 
crophones and cameras 
among the cattailsand ce¬ 
dars of this Plymouth, Mas¬ 
sachusetts nature preserve. 
Sounds picked up from the 
marsh and nearby wood¬ 
land feed into an artificial 
intelligence system that 
can identify frogs or crick¬ 
ets, ducks or a passing air¬ 
plane. 

One goal is to help sci¬ 
entists better understand 
changing climates and 
improve wildlife restoration 
techniques. Beyond that, 
though, researchers want 
to use the collected data 
to help poweran online vir¬ 
tual reality world — a kind 
of alternate universe mod¬ 
eled on live conditions in 
the marsh, but populated 
with fanciful creatures in¬ 
vented in a computer sci¬ 
ence lab. 

Could this be the future of 
the nature walk? 

As wireless sensors get 
cheaper, longer-lasting 
and more sophisticated, 
they're increasingly turn¬ 
ing up everywhere. We're 
already seeing them in 
"smart" homes and cities, 
pulling in data that can 
be analyzed in real time to 
smooth traffic flows, save 
energy, monitor pollution or 
respond to crime. But what 
happens when you apply 
such an internet-connect¬ 
ed network to nature? 

A research team at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology has been trying 
it out at Tidmarsh, a former 
cranberry bog converting 
back to natural wetlands 
just a few miles from where 


the Pilgrims landed in 1620. 
Remotely spying on nature 
isn't new, but the project 
goes far beyond simple 
webcamsfixed on a hawk's 
nest or sea lions' favorite 
pier — or even the more 
sophisticated acoustic sen- 
sorsdesigned to detectan- 
imal poachers 
The team's goals for what 
they call the Living Obser¬ 
vatory include supporting 
wildlife restoration efforts. 
The sensors measure tem¬ 
perature, moisture and 
otherenvironmental condi¬ 
tions. 

But a broader mission is to 
offer people — including 
children — a deeper un¬ 
derstanding of nature us 
ing their laptops, phones or 
headsets They can do so 
remotely or in person while 
walking a nature trail, said 
the project's visionary, Glo- 
rianna Davenport, a retired 
professor and co-founder 
of the MITMedia Lab. 

"It's gorgeous to walk in the 
woods and not be fiddling 
with a cell phone," Dav¬ 
enport said. On the other 
hand, she added, what if 
you can leam more about 
the microbial environment, 


or the return of an endan¬ 
gered species, from a well- 
crafted smartphone app or 
a virtua I rea lity game? 

If it works here, Davenport 
said, researchers are al¬ 
ready envisioning more 
ambitious projects deep in 
the Amazon rainforest — or 
on the moon. 

The idea has skeptics who 
are worried about the in¬ 
trusion of technology and 
constant surveillance into 
the world's last places with¬ 
out it . The Massachusetts 
Audubon Society manag¬ 
es the 480-acre sanctuary 
and took some time before 
it agreed to outfit it with 
live-streaming cameras 
and microphones. It was 
assured that human voices 
would be scrambled. 


MEXICO CITY(AP) — The first 
monarch butterflies have 
arrived at their wintering 
grounds in the mountains 
of central Mexico almost a 
weeklaterthan usual, Mex¬ 
ico's Environment Depart¬ 
ment said Wednesday. 
Millions of monarchs make 
the 3,400-mile (5,500-kilo¬ 
meter) migration from the 
United States and Canada 
each year. The butterflies 
usually arrive by Mexico's 
Nov. 1 Day of the Dead 
holiday, and local residents 
long associated their return 
with the souls of the dead 


Educators have also asked 
Davenport why she would 
want to encourage kids to 
carry around their smart¬ 
phones instead of just ap¬ 
preciating nature without 
them. 

"And I went, 'Why not?' 
That's how they leam. That 
is their mechanism of inter¬ 
acting," she said. 

The sanctuary is beginning 
to flourish as it changes 
from a heavily-fertilized in¬ 
dustrial cranberry farm into 
a wetland full of insects, 
bird sand native plants. The 
base camp forMITscholars 
is also Davenport's home, 
which she built in 1999 af¬ 
ter first visiting the prop¬ 
erty in the early 1980s. As 
landowners, she and her 
husband partnered with

Audubon to transform the 
land into what it might 
have looked like before it 
was carved into manmade 
bogs in the 19th century. 
The research projects re¬ 
flect the diverse interests 
of multimedia scholars 
Davenport is a documen¬ 
tary filmmaker. Others are 
computer scientists or mu¬ 
sicians. One project cre¬ 
ates soundtracks driven by 
sensor readings — such as 
hig her pitchesthat indicate 
warmertemperatures. 
Another resembles a more 
ethereal version of the 
Pokemon Go augmented 
reality game, but with elk¬ 
like phantoms galloping 
around a virtualworld mod¬ 
eled on the marsh. If the 
sensors pick up a rainstorm 
at the real-life Tidmarsh, the 
animated creatures ap¬ 
pear to get wet. If there's 
a loud, sudden sound, they 
become startled. 

Yet another experiment in¬ 
volves strapping on a spe¬ 
cial headset while walking 
through the sanctuary. On 
a hot afternoon in late sum¬ 
mer, MIT researcher Ger- 
shon Dublon and his col¬ 
leagues tramped around 
the preserve in chest-high 
waders to show how the 
sensors can amplify a hu¬ 
man's observation of na¬ 
ture. 

'The forest is a lot more ac¬ 
tive than you would think, 
because wildlife is qui¬ 
eter when you're nearby," 
Dublon said.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — More 
than 46 years after it was 
shot, the Aretha Frank¬ 
lin concert film "Amazing 
Grace" will finally be re¬ 
leased, ending one of the 
mosttortured and long-run¬ 
ning sagasin documentary 
film. 

Ihe late gospel singer's es¬ 
tate and film producers 
said Monday that "Amaz¬ 
ing Grace" will premiere 
Nov. 12 at the DOC NYC 
film festiva I with the full sup¬ 
port of Franklin's estate. 
The film, largely shot by 
Sydney Pollack, captures 
Franklin's performance at 
the New Temple Missionary 
BaptistChunch in LosAnge- 
les' Watts neighborhood in 
J anuary 1972. 

The music from the two per¬ 
formances was released as 
a landmark double live al¬ 
bum in 1972. But Pollack's 
footage proved virtually 
impossible to edit because 
the filmmaker failed to sync 
the sound. After acquiring 
the film's rights from Pollack 
in 2007, producer Alan El¬ 
liott brought in a team to 
construct the film, which 
Elliott calls "a laborof love." 
"Aretha's fans will be en¬ 


thralled by every moment 
of the film as her genius, 
her devotion to God and 
her spirit are present in ev¬ 
ery frame," Elliot said in a 
statement. 

Franklin first sued Elliott in 
2011 for planning to release 


the film without her per¬ 
mission. "Amazing Grace" 
nearly saw the light of day 
in 2015, but it was yanked 
at the last minute from the 
Telluride and Toronto film 
festivals after Franklin's at¬ 
torneys obtained an in¬ 


junction against its release. 
They argued the film was 
'the functional equiva¬ 
lent of replaying an entire 
Aretha Franklin concert," 
and couldn't be screened 
without herconsent. 

A Colorado court largely 


agreed, ruling in 2016 that 
the concert film didn't con¬ 
stitute 'fair use," prompting 
a new round of negotia¬ 
tions. Tel lurid e also listed the 
film in its 2016 lineup only to 
pull it yet again. Last year, 
Telluride executive director 
J ulie Huntsingertold Variety 
that "(Franklin's) resolve for 
it not being shown is so in¬ 
tense, and I don't think any 
us really understand it all 
the way." 

Franklin passed away in Au¬ 
gust. Pollack died in 2008. 
The late singer's estate said 
"Amazing Grace" was an 
important part of Franklin's 
legacy. 

"'Amazing Grace' is the 
heart and soul of Aretha 
Franklin," Sabrina Owens, 
Franklin's niece, said Mon¬ 
day. 'This film is authentic 
and is my aunt at hercore. 
She was a daughter of the 
church, she loved gospel 
music, and she always in¬ 
corporated some form of 
sacred music in her con¬ 
certs" An Oscar-qualifying 
release of "Amazing Grace" 
is planned for this faII, with 
a larger rollout in theaters 
likely coming next year. 
The film doesn't yet have 
distributionO 


Author Liane Moriarty serves up laughs, thrills* surprises

"Nine Perfect Strangers" 
(Flatiron Books), by Liane 
Moriarty 

Life is good for Liane Mo¬ 
riarty. The "Big Little Lies" 
novelist who partnered 
with actress Nicole Kidman 
to turn that book into a hit 
HBO series, sold the rights 
to her new novel, "Nine Per¬ 
fect Strangers," to her Aus¬ 
tralian friend before the rest 
of us could even read it. 

So let's help them out and 
do some casting. Kidman, 
with a little extra padding 
and lots of red lipstick, can 
star as Frances Welty, the 
romance novelist with a 
broken heart who is the 
emotional center of "Nine 
Perfect Strangers." Eight 
more actors with name 
recognition will join the 
project once she's officially 
onboard. The key casting 
decision will be the an¬ 
tagonist, Masha, a former 


corporate exec turned 
health and wellness zealot. 
She needs to be beautiful, 
but severe. Driven and but¬ 
toned-up, but also a little 
unhinged. Russian, or East¬ 
ern European. Milla Jovov- 
ich, maybe? 

Luckily, before the series 
comes to a screen near 
you, you can spend a few 
hours with the book. It's a 
quick read, populated by 
the title characters who 
sign up for a retreat at 
Tranquillum House, a resort 
in Sydney that promises 
personal transformation in 
just 10 days. The first half 
of the 450-page novel is 
a little slow, but once the 
nine guests complete their 
five-day "noble silence," 
the pace accelerates and 
the story moves from a se¬ 
ries of character perspec¬ 
tives (each chapter title 
is a character's name) to 
a light-hearted thriller. As 


soon as the strangers can 
talk, they find themselves 
with a lot to ta Ik a bout. 
Does Masha really have 
theirbest interestsat heart? 
And most important, what 
the heck is happening to 
them during the retreat's 
final "emotional-release ex¬ 
ercise?" 

Moriarty manages to keep 
the tone mostly light, de¬ 
spite creating characters 
with real issues From a 
family unable to come to 
terms with the suicide of 
their son and brother to a 
divorce lawyer with daddy 
issues, all nine characters 
are adequatelydeveloped 
and feel genuine by book's 
end. Moriarty has fun flesh¬ 
ing them out through the 
eyes of Frances: Carmela, 
a motheroffourin hermid- 
to late thirties, "wearing an 
oversized brand-new-look¬ 
ing white t-shirt that hung 
almost to her knees over

black leggings, the stan¬ 
dard outfitforan average¬ 
sized woman who starts a 
new exercise program and 
thinks her perfectly normal 
body should be hidden." 
Tony, a retired Aussie Rules 
footballer, "cradling his big 


solid belly on his lap as if 
it were a baby that had 
been handed to him with¬ 
out his consent." Or Jes¬ 
sica, a young woman not 
quite comfortable with her 
cosmetic enhancements: 
"(She) didn't sashay as she 
deserved; rather she scur¬ 
ried, hershouldershunched 
as though she were some¬ 
where out of bounds and 
trying to escape notice." 
Readers learn much more 
about each of the nine as 
the novel speedstoward its 
climax.

TORONTO (AP) — If you 

want to see an exhausted 
Chris Pine, meet him after 
he'sspenta day answering 
questionsabout hispenis 
Following the September 
premiere of David Mack¬ 
enzie's 'Outlaw King," in 
which Pine stars as the 
Scottish hero Robert the 
Bruce, conversation at the 
Toronto International Film 
Festival focused largely 
on Pine's instant of full- 
frontal nudity in the film. 
That such a brief moment 
should arouse such curios¬ 
ity— and not, say, anything 
else in the two-plus hours of 
historical-epic savagery in 
the 1300s-set film — wasfor 
Pine a sad but telling com¬ 
mentary. 

'The fact that visions of nu¬ 
dity, genitalia, making love 
are somehow the main at¬ 
traction," said an exasper¬ 
ated Pine in an interview 
alongside Mackenzie. "All 
of us go 'Oo oo!' like fifth 
graders. Literally, it's like 
talking to a bunch of 14 
year-olds, whereas be¬ 
headings and all that kind 
of violence we're so inured 
to thatwe don't even ques¬ 


tion it." 

The irony is that Pine's Bruce 
— like his supporting role 
in Patty Jenkins' "Wonder 
Woman" — is a negotia¬ 
tion with traditional gen¬ 
der roles, even amid all 
the blood and guts Pine 
plays the 14th century King 
of Scots, who won Scottish 
independence from Eng¬ 
land, not as a one-dimen¬ 


sional warrior but a man 
riven with internal conflict. 
Sceneswith hiswife (played 
by Florence Pugh) are sen¬ 
sitive and tender. 

When it's pointed out that 
his performance — and 
even that flash of nudity — 
seems intended to decon¬ 
struct traditional masculine 
archetypes, Pine immedi¬ 
ately brightens. 

"I've been dying to talk 
about this stuff all day and 
we've gotten just myriad, 
mind-numbing questions 
about nonsense," Pine re¬ 
plies. "I do thinkthere needs 
to be a rebalancing of the 
world. The underlying bass 
note that we should be 
hearing is: That is precisely 
what we're all used to and 
isn't it kind of interesting that 
it's so skewed that way, that 
any notions of tenderness 
or lovemaking on screen 
becomes uncomfortable? 

I think that's probably the 
masculine and the femi¬ 
nine out of whack in this 
big, wide universe." 

'Outlaw King," which de¬ 
buts on Netflix and in se¬ 
lect theaters Friday, is the 
streaming service's first big 
swing at that classic big- 
screen thing: the historical 
epic. It reunites Pine with 
Mackenzie two years after 
"Hell orHigh Water,"a high- 
water mark for both the 
Scottish filmmaker and for 
Pine, who calls the Oscar- 
nominated neo-Westem 
"one of my most cherished 


experiences making any¬ 
thing." 

While they were still making 
the publicity roundson "Hell 
or High Water," Mackenzie 
slipped Pine the screenplay. 
When the two sat down 
in London to talk about it, 
Pine acknowledgeshe had 
some issues with the script 
but that they quickly found 
common ground in the 
desire to make a film not 
overwhelmed by Scottish 
nationalism but about, as 
Pine says, "a rich man who 
decidesto throw it a II away 
to do something selfless." 

"I mean, I pretty much 
wanted to do it the mo¬ 
ment he said 'historical 
epic,"'Pine adds 
Pine, with his shining blue 
eyes and a filmography 
littered with blockbusters, 
might not be the first ac¬ 
tor one would think of fora 
bloodied, mud-caked Rob¬ 
ert the Bruce. But Macken¬ 
zie saw something of Bruce 
in Pine's desperate bank 
robber in "Hell or High Wa¬ 
ter," a performance that 
seemed to unlock Pine's full 
power as a movie star. 
'There's something about 
both characters: people 
struggling, people deal¬ 
ing with uncertainty and 
not sure whether or not to 
act," Mackenzie says 'One 
thing Chris brings brilliantly 
to the work he does is the 
capacity to handle that 
uncertainty and a charac¬ 
ter who's working his way 


through things." 

After 'Outlaw King" pre¬ 
miered to largely poor re¬ 
views in Toronto, Macken¬ 
zie cut about 20 minutes 
from the film, which he 
had rushed to ready for 
opening night at TIFF. The 
52-year-old filmmaker co¬ 
wrote and produced the 
film, which follows a pair of 
acclaimed releases from 
the director — the father- 
son prison drama "Starred 
Up "and "Hell orHigh Water" 
— that likewise analyzed 
masculinity. 

"It needs to be decon¬ 
structed, doesn't it?" Mack¬ 
enzie says. "At this point in 
time, it feels like masculin¬ 
ity is coming under a lot of 
questions and it seems ap¬ 
propriate, as males, to be 
dealing with the subject of 
masculinity, try to find some 
nuance in there, try not to 
demonize orheroize." 

In the 65-day shoot in Scot¬ 
land, Mackenzie and Pine 
hoped to recapture some 
of the freewheeling spirit of 
theirquicker, lower-budget 
production in West Texas 
That Bruce was a contem¬ 
porary of William Wallace 
has led to frequent com¬ 
parisons to Mel Gibson's 
"Braveheart," though Pine 
says they were seeking to 
make a very different sort 
of Scottish epic. 

"How do you make the 
anti-'Braveheart'? How do 
you make the movie that 
hits all the tropes of the 
genre without — and I say 
this with all due respect — 
being manipulative?" Pine 
says. "'Braveheart,' I love. 
But how do you make the 
non-movie movie?" 

Pine saw Bruce "nebulous" 
and "opaque" — someone 
who could be politician 
and warrior, hero and cow¬ 
ard. 'You cannot pin the 
guy down," he says Before 
departing to shake off the 
day's questions, Pine re¬ 
peatedly mentioned Yuval 
Noah Harari's 'Sapiens: A 
Brief History of Humankind" 
asa source of inspiration. 
'To me, the primal aspects 
of the film are almost like 
men and women of the 
mud and of the dirt. It's 
almost like you see them 
in this amoebic form. The 
earth that we come from," 
says Pine.

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
Gabi Wilson is H.E.R. — her 
R&B singer stage name — 
she is usually nocking big 
hair and big sunglasses, 
rarely showing herfullface 
to her fa ns. 

Ihe point is to give the pub¬ 
lic one simple thing to focus 
on: the music. 

But other days, her hair is 
pulled into a ponytail ora 
bun and her face is clear, 
like the time she was be¬ 
ing driven in an Uber with 
a friend and "Best Part," her 
Top 5 R&B hit, came on the 
radio. 

"I love that song 'Best Part, 1 " 
H.E.R. recalled the driver 
saying, adding that he was 
in his late '60s "It reminds 
me of my wife." 

"I wanted to cry," she add¬ 
ed. "It was so special." 
lhat anonymity proved 
two things for the singer 
Her choice to release 
music without giving too 
much detail about her life 
worked, and herfanbase is 
not just made up of teen- 
agerswho mainly consume 
music through streaming — 
R&B purists love her, too. 
Since Sony's RCA Records 
announced H.E.R. mys¬ 
teriously in 2016, she has 
become a rising R&B star, 
achieving success on the 
road, on streaming servic¬ 
es, the charts and even at 
awardsshows 
Songs like "Best Part," "Fo¬ 
cus" and "Losing" perfectly 
blend the alternative R&B 
sound that's popular to¬ 
day with the traditional 
R&B sound that some feel 
is missing from the contem¬ 
porary music scene. 

Her first two EPs — "H.E.R., 
Vol. l"and "H.E.R., Vo I. 2" — 
gave heran immediate fan 
base thanks to the songs' 
honest lyric sand vibey mel¬ 
odies, as she sang about 
complicated relationships 
and love lapses. Most peo¬ 
ple wouldn't think she just 
turned 21 months ago. 

'The way that I released 
the music did exactly what 
I wanted it to, which was 
make people just listen 
to the music," said H.E.R., 
whichstandsfor"Having Ev¬ 
erything Revealed." "(And) 
just listen to the message 
for what it is because we 
tend to listen with our eyes 


sometimes Sometimes it's 
all about hype, and I didn't 
want hype. ...I don't want 
people to love my music 
because of what I look like 
orwho I know orwhatever." 
"I feel like maybe some 
people wouldn't have ac¬ 
cepted the music if they 
knew I was 19," said H.E.R., 
who was that age when 
herfirst EP dropped. "Some 
people, they make these 
assumptions before they 
even listen to the music." 
"Vol. 1,"herseven-song set, 
was named (Tunes' R&B al¬ 
bum of 2016. She earned 
a nomination for best new 
artist at the 2017 Soul Train 
Awards. And she opened 
on tour for Bryson Tiller and 
completed herfirst head lin¬ 
ing tour. 

But this year, she reached 
the Top 10 of the R&B charts 
with 'Could've Been," the 
gold-selling "Focus" and 


the platinum hit "Best Part," 
a duet with Daniel Cae¬ 
sar. She earned a whop¬ 
ping seven nominations at 
the upcoming Soul Train 
Awards, making her the 
most nominated act. And 
she opened on the road for 
C hris Brown a nd will launch 
hersecond headlining tour 
on Saturday in Atlanta. 

She is Apple Music's latest 
"Up Next" artist and ranks 
sixth among R&B acts on 
the streaming platform. Her 
success has been so ma¬ 
jor that a male singer has 
copied her likeness and 
released songs under the 
name H.I.M. 

"I don't like to acknowledge 
it," she said of the copycat. 
H.E.R. grew up in the San 
Francisco Bay area to a 
black father and Filipino 
mother. She was originally 
introduced to the public 
as a piano prodigy at age

10, appearing on the 'To¬ 
day" show and covering 
Alicia Keys' music. She was 
signed to Sony at 14 and 
said though she wanted 
to release music at times 
— she did try with the song 
'Something to Prove" in 
2014 under Gabi Wilson — 
she appreciates the time 
she had to develop as an 
artist and work on songwrit- 
ing and grow as a pianist, 
drummer and guitar (she 
plays elec trie, acoustic and 
bass guitar). 

Keys, who met H.E.R. over 
a decade ago, had similar 
beginnings: She was origi¬ 
nally signed as a teenager 
and didn't release herfirst 
song, the No. 1 hit "Failin'," 
until she was20 in 2001. 

"I was signed when I was 14 
and then had been devel¬ 
oping all the way up to the 
first album and probably 
a lot like H.E.R.," Keys said. 


'You feel super a nxious be- 
cause you have all of this 
music you've been working 
on foryears. You have your 
dreams and you have your 
wishes and of course you 
find yourself hoping that 
it's going to all work out. 
Sometimes you've got to 
sit for a minute and wait for 
that right moment. That's 
hard — that discipline is al¬ 
most just a shard." 

"I saw H.E.R. developing as 
ana rtist, a nd she rea lly ha d 
this thing about her that 
was so exciting because it 
was such serious musician- 
ship," added Keys. "And 
then fast forwarding now, 
X amount years later, to 
where she is now and see¬ 
ing that all come together, 

I think the bea uty of that is 
the fact that she was really 
able to take her time and 
be an artist and develop 
and be a young girl. Her 
eyes and her destiny have 
always been on this place 
and needed to land in this 
world. And it's only going 
to get brighter, bigger and 
better." 

This year H.E.R. released 
her second pair of EPs, 
titled "I Used To Know Her 
parts 1 and 2, taking on 
new sounds and moods in 
comparisons to her earlier 
projects A full album is ex¬ 
pected next year. 

She's even revealing more 
of herself: In the music vid¬ 
eo for 'Could've Been," re¬ 
leased last week, you can 
even see herface. 

"I think everything will be 
revealed in its proper time 
and slowly, like the devel¬ 
oping of a Polaroid — that's 
kind of what you see and 
what her reveal is," said 
manager Jeff Robinson, 
who signed both H.E.R. and 
Keys to his MBK Entertain¬ 
ment company when they 
were teens. 

'There was never any hid¬ 
ing — just a concentration 
on the music," he added. 
For H.E.R., she's just happy 
to have connected with 
fa ns of all ages in an organ¬ 
ic way. 

"I'm so thankful that at this 
point, even if you see my 
face or know who I am, it 
doesn't matter, because 
you already love the mu¬ 
sic," she said. 'You've al¬

NORTHAMPTON, Mass. (AP) 

— With its youthful vibe and 
eclectic mix of culture, a 
small Massachusetts city 
seems a logical site for 
the nation's first legal rec¬ 
reational marijuana sales 
east of Colorado. 

An existing medical 
marijuana dispensary in 
Northampton — nestled 
in Massachusetts' scenic 
Pioneer Valley — plans to 
open its doors within days 
to anyone 21 or older look¬ 
ing for products ranging 
from pre-rolled joints to 
cannabis-infused edibles, 
creams, lotions and cook¬ 
ing oils A second store in 
the small town of Leices¬ 
ter could also open at or 
around the same time, 
while dozens of other re¬ 
tail applicants await final 
licensing approval from 
state regulators. 

The initial openings come 
two full years after Massa¬ 
chusetts residents backed 
legalization, a vote hailed 
by a burgeoning cannabis 
industryeagerto expand its 
geographic base beyond 
the several western U.S. 
states where recreational 
marijuana is so Id. 
Massachusetts is projected 
to see sales of at least $1.8 
billion and as high as $5 bil¬ 
lion annually, industry lead- 
erspredict. 

But the road to legal sales 
has been a long and te¬ 
dious one. The original tar¬ 
get date of Jan. 1, 2018, 
was almost immediately 
pushed back six months 
by the Legislature, "Then 
the J uly 1 date came, and 
wentand still no storeswere 
cleared to open. Frustra¬ 


tion grew among would-be 
businesses and consumers 
alike. 

Officials in many communi¬ 
ties, including some where 
a majorityofvotershad ap¬ 
proved legal recreational 
marijuana, kept pot shops 
away through moratoriums 
or zoning restrictions, or by 
demanding a steep price 
from cannabis businesses in 
exchange for signing host 
community agreements 
Not Northampton, which 
appeared to roll out the 
welcome mat. While about 
54 percent of all Massachu¬ 
setts voters supported the 
2016 referendum, 73 per¬ 
cent in Northampton gave 
their blessing, one of the 
widest margins anywhere 
in the state. 


"It's already counter-cul¬ 
ture. It's like their custom¬ 
ers are already here," said 
Steve Morin, a 68-year-old 
retired delivery truck driv¬ 
er and Air Force veteran 
who lives in Springfield, 
Massachusetts He visits 
Northampton frequently 
and described himself as 
an occasional marijuana 
user who may shop in the 
store when it opens. 

"It will be good fortourism," 
he added. 

The city's bustling down¬ 
town sports trendy restau¬ 
rants and coffee shops, 
bookstores, galleries and 
a performing arts center. 
Northampton is home to 
Smith College, an elite lib¬ 
eral arts school for women 
and one of several col¬ 
leges and universities — in¬ 
cluding the 30,000-student 
University of Massachusetts 
flagship campus — wifhin 
a 10-mile radius of the city. 
Most undergrads, however, 
aren't old enough to buy 
marijuana legally. 

New England Treatment 
Access, which operates 
the dispensary, is hoping for 
the distinction of being the 
first commercial pot shop 
to open east of the Missis¬ 
sippi. 

'There exists a marketplace 
for marijuana right now in 
Massachusetts and it's our 
job as a regulated indus¬ 
try to over time displace 


the current illegal, untaxed 
and untested industry with 
one that iscontrolled, regu¬ 
lated, taxed and tested," 
said Norton Albaraez, the 
company's director of gov¬ 
ernment affairs. 

Anticipating long lines 
forming when fhe sfore first 
opens, NETA has worked 
closely with police and city 
officials on traffic and park¬ 
ing issues, and retained 
former Boston Police Com¬ 
missioner Ed Davis — who 
became a national figure 
in the aftermath of the 2013 
Boston Marathon bomb¬ 
ings—asa security consul¬ 
tant, Albaraez said. 

Public safety isn't a major 
concern for Northampton 
residents like Anthony Ber¬ 
nardo. 


"It'sin plain view now so I'm 
happy about that," said 
Bernardo, a 36-year-old 
professional musician, as 
he pushed his young son 
in a stroller through a city 
park. "For years, I've been 
feeling that marijuana is no 
more of a danger to soci¬ 
ety than alcohol." 
Massachusetts hopes to 
sidestep supply problems 
and other early pitfalls ex¬ 
perienced in legal states, 
and most recently in Can¬ 
ada, where consumers 
endured rampant short¬ 
ages aftersales began last 
month. California, which 
kicked off recreational 
sa les on J a n. 1, rema ins in 
a challenging transition 
period as it attempts to 
transform what was once 
a largely vast, illegal mar¬ 
ket into a multibillion-do liar, 
regulated economy. 

Like Massachusetts, many 
areas of California have 
banned commercial pot 
activity. Initial tax collec¬ 
tions have been well below 
projections and a shaky 
supplychain hascustomers 
looking at barren shelves in 
some shops. Washington 
state launched legal mari¬ 
juana sales in mid-2014, 
shortly after Colorado, fol¬ 
lowing a lengthy scramble 
to license growers, proces¬ 
sors and stores, all of whom 
had to contest a gantlet of 
regulations ranging from 
what pesticides they could 
use to local zoning rules 
Only four stores opened 
on the first day of sales, 
with customers waiting in 
long linesto pay exorbitant 
prices for marijuana also in 
short supply.Q
